AWARD 

The Central Government by its order dated 12th September, 1969 referred the 
following dispute between the employers In relation to the Bank of Rajasthan 
and their workmen to this Tribunal for adjudication; — 

“Whether Shri Mishrilal Agarwol formerly a workman of the Bhilwara 
branch of the Bank of Rajasthan, Johri Bazar, Jaipur is entitled to 
permanent absorption in the employment of the bank and if so, from 
what date?” 

During the pendency of proceedings the parties mutually settled the dispute 
out of Court in the following terms and prayed for passing an award in terms of 
the settlement : — 

(1) That the opposite party Bank will appoint Shri Mishri Lai as Clerk- 

citm-Godown keeper on probation for six months on an initial salary 
of Rs. 122/- and other allowance as per rules in force as a very special 
case without creating any precedent. 

(2) He will be offered appointment within a fortnight period from today. 

The settlement appears to be reasonable and fair. Hence an award in terms 
of the settlement mentioned above is passed accordingly. It may be submitted to 
the Central Government for publication.

Bank Employees 
Union, Kanpur over alleged non-payment of special assistant allowance to 
Shri Mahendra Nath Nig am from 22-12-1968 and not to change his designation 
from clerk to special assistant.

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AWARD 

1. By a written agreement dated 27th October 1969 before the Assistant 
Labour Commissioner (, central), Kanpur the representative of the employer 
(Management; and the repiesematives of the workman (Union) agreed to refer 
for' arbitration by me under the provisions of Section 10-A of the I. D. Act, 1947, 
.the following specific matter in dispute between them: — 

"Whether the management of the Chartered Bank Kanpur is justified in non- 
payment of Special Assistant Allowance of Rs, 75 per month to Shri 
Mahendra Nath Nigam of the Chartered Bank Kanpur from 22nd 
December 1968 and not to change his designation from clerk to Special 
Assistant? If not, to what relief the workman is entitled?” 

2. The parties further agreed that the decision of the Arbitrator shall be binding 
„on them. It was also provided that the Arbitrator shall make his award within 
.a period of 31st March, 1970 or within such further time as may be extended by 

mutual agreement between the parties in writing. In case the award is not made 
wdhin the period aforementioned, the reference to arbitration shall stand automa- 
tically cancelled and the parties shall be free to negotiate for fresh arbitration, 

3. The said written agreement dated 27th October 1969 was published by the 
Central Government in pursuance of the provisions of sub-section (3) of Section 
10-A of the I.D. Act, 1947 vide Government of India, Ministry of Labour, Employ- 
ment and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour & Employment) Notification No. 
S.O. — 4702 dated 12th November 1969 in the Gazette of India dated 22nd November 

1969 Part II— Section 3 sub-section (ii) — P. 5140-41. 

4. The parties were called upon to file their written statements on the points 
in dispute vide my order dated 9th December, 1969 by 25th December, 1969. They 
were also advised to endorse simultaneously a copy of their written statement to 
the opposite party who were required to furnish their counter-comments thereon 
so as to reach the undersigned by 5th January, 1970. While the management 
filed their written statement vide their letter at. 18th December, 1969, the Union 
vide their letter dt. 23rd December, 1969 requested for extension of the date for 
submission of the statement of their claim upto 10th January, 1970. The request 
was granted. The statement of the union was received on 12th January, 1970. 
The counter-comments of the management were received in my office on 21st 
January, 1970 and those of the union on 27th January, 1970. A hearing in the 
matter was fixed for 18th February, 1970. Since the date was not convenient to 
the union a request on their behalf was received on 7th February, 1970 for post- 
ponement of the date and accordingly the next hearing was fixed for 4th March, 
1970. The workman’s representative again asked for adjournment to any date 
after 15th March, 1970 as he had been invited to Calcutta for participation in the 
adjourned negotiations between the management and the Charterer! Bank Orga- 
nisation Employees’ Federation. Th» next date was accordingly fixed for 20th 
March, 1970. On the appointed date the parties agreed that the time allowed to 
the Arbitrator to give his award by 3lst March, 1970 be extended up to 31st May, 
1970. They also prayed that they may be allowed to discuss the matter mutually 
ujp to 30th April, 1970 and in case nothing is heard from the parties in this regard 
by that date the Arbitrator may take up the dispute for his arbitration. The 
request of the parties was granted and they were allowed to have mutual discus- 
sions and report the result to the undersigned, The management vide their letter 
dt. 1st May, 1970 intimated that a meeting was held with the union on 29th March, 

1970 and the management had communicated with their Chief Manager and they 
would advise the Arbitrator as soon as they hear from the Chief Manager. The 
management vide their letter dated 20th May, 1970 informed the Arbitrator that 
the Chief Manager in Calcutta had expressed his inability to agree to the terms 
put forward by the union. The management reouested the Arbitrator to take 
up the disimte for arbitration. The nnrtjes were addressed bv me vide my letter 
dated 22nd May, 1970 stating that the time allowed for making the award (till 
31st May, 1970) was too little'and It appeared extremely difficult, if not impossible, 
to make the award bv that date. The parties were required to intimate the 
Arbitrator jointly by 31st May, 1970 whether the above said period was further 
to be extended till 30th June, 1970. It was also added that in case nothing Is 
beard by the Arbitrator bv 31st May, 1970. he would presume that the arbitration 
stands cancelled. The parties vide their letter No. 1468 M/Mise dt. 27th May, 
1970 signed jointly extended the period for the award till 30th June. 1970. A 
hearing in the matter was fixed for 12th June, 1970, The same was resumed on 
18th June. 1970. 

5. In the written statement the management has listed out the duties which 
may (he allotted to Special Assistants so as to qualify for special allowance It 
was stated that vide a Memorandum of Settlement between the Chartered Bank 
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Organisation Employees Federation and the management on 28th March 1968 it 
had been agreed that Special Assistants shall perform any or all the duties pres- 
cribed for them under the Bi-partite Settlement as and when called upon, from 
time to time, so to do by the management in addition to their routine clerical 
duties and functions. The management’s case was that at no time did they allot 
any of the duties cited earlier to Shri M. N. Nigam nor to their knowledge did. 
he perform any of them Shri M. N, Nigam has simply assisted a Special 
Assistant in routine clerical duties and that was an insufficient reason to qualify 
for the allowance. The allowance was paid at Kanpur or any other branch of 
the bank for performing the listed duties which are in addition to the normal 
routine clerical duties. It was also added that despife their requests Shri Nigam 
had not informed them of the exact nature of the special duties which he alleged 
to have performed. Regarding the change of designation of Shri Nigam, who, 
it was stated, was approximately 24th. in the order of seniority, it was added, 
that the question did not arise, In the management’s considered opinion he does 
not posses the seniority, ability or the qualifications for consideration of his pro- 
motion. Additionally, on 18th August, 1969 the U.P. Bank Employees Union had 
submitted a formula acceptable to them governing future promotions In this cate- 
gory. under the terms of which Shri Nigam would be automatically disqualified. 
The management’s acceptance or otherwise of this formula, it was added, was- 
pending because they had not heard from their Chief Manager in India to whom 
the issue had been referred. 


6. The U.P. Bank Employees’ Union, on the other hand, stated that Shri Nigam, 
who was appointed on 1st November 49 was a bonaflde member of the union and 
he was required to serve on the Accounts table from 22nd December 1968. The 
Accounts table was under the permanent charge of Shri R, S. Srivastava, who 
was a permanent Special Assistant in the bank. Since the w r ork on this table 
had increased considerably and it was not possible for one special assistant to 
cope with it. Shri Nigam was additionally put on this table to share the work of 
the Special Assistant. Shri R. S. Srivastava. The work of this table included— 
(a) posting of General Ledger; (b) writing of Cash Bqok; (c) preparation and 
checking of Reserve Bank’s Statements; (d) Cash position; and (e) preparing 
and checking of returns. It was also added that the management had, for a 
considerably long time after promoting 3 Special Assistants Shri G. N. Nigam, 
Shri R. S. Srivastava and Shri M. C. Nigam w.e.f. 1st April 1968, continued to 
take purely routine clerical duties on the 3 tables including that of Accounts 
table from' these 3 Special Assistants without calling upon them to do any of the 
duties prescribed for the Special Assistants under the Bi-partite Settlement arid 
paid them the special allowance of Rs. 75 p.m. for the said period. It was also 1 
added that even now (10th January 1970) on many occasions when any of the 
permanent Special Assistant goes on leave, the relief snecial assistant is allowed 
to officiate in his place and is paid the relative special allowance of Rs 75 per 
month on pro rata basis for the period he officiate, although during such officiating 
periods he continues to perform purely routine clerical duties and nope of the 
duties of Special Assistants prescribed i nthe Bi-partitr Settlement are taken Uom 
him D was allged that even in other branches of the bank in India including 
New Delhi branch the Special Assistants arc perform'™? purely clencnl du.'es and 
they had not been assigned even one single dutv of Special Assistant. 7 he union s 
case was that Shri Nigam was sharing the duties of Shri R. S. Srivastava a per- 
manent Special Assistant on a key-table of the bank i.<\ Accounts and t - b 
should be called upon to pay the special allowance of R= / 5 per month to Shri 
Nigam wef 22nd December 1968 with any other benefits or relief as may be 
admissible to him. The Union also made a request for costs to the union aggre- 
gating Rs. 500. 

7 The management in their counter-statement stated that the duties of Special 
A^s stants listed on the Union's letter do not qualify Shri Nigam to receive a 
Special Assistant Allowance. Shri Nigam was never asked to check : nnv r ^serve 
Bank Statement or any returns. The management denied the Union = ™“™tion 
that Special Assistant had been performing merely clerical duties all 
the time It was contended that there had been numerous occasions 
when the management had reauested them to perform some of the duties li-ted 
in the Bipartite Settlement. The work of discharging cheques m the Clearing 
Department- was being done practically daily by a Special Assistant. The manage- 
ment. concluded that the demand of Shri Nigam for payment of any part what- 
soever of Special Assistant’s allowance and his plea for a change m designation 
from clerk to Snecial Assistant is wholly unjustified, being not borne out bv facts, 
The* ma^iagem^t 6 ^^elaffiiedsmy liability for any costs which the union may have.- 
incurred in connection with the dispute. 
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8. The Union in their counter-statement stated that the Settlement dated 28th 
March 1908 between the Chartered Bank Organisation Employees Federation and 
the management ot the Chartered Bank had a bearing on the present case, where 
it has been stipulated that the Special Assistants shall continue to do their 
routine clerical duties and functions and they shall [be paid the Special Assistant’s 
Allowance, The Union reiterated its earlier stand that ‘in many cases the bank 
had not allotted any Special Assistants’ duties to Special Assistants who draw 
■allowance and performed only clerical duties and this they could do only under 
the terms of the aforesaid settlement with the Federation, Shrl Nigam also did 
the same clerical duties, which a Special Assistant was performing and for which 
the Special Assistant was drawing a special allowance. The union’s contention 
was that the clerical duties, which one special assistant was performing on Ac- 
counts table including preparation and checking of Reserve Bank returns, were 
bifurcated by the bank and were divided between the 2 persons, out of which 
one got the special allowance of Special Assistant while the other Shrl Nigam, 
did not. According to the union the formula for determining seniority, as sug- 
gested by the union on 18th August, 1989, did not debar any employee trom claim- 
ing any arrears of special allowance on the basis of work done by him, 

9. During the hearing the parties reiterated the stand they had taken in their 
written statements. The union’s ease, in brief, was that by virtue of a settle- 
ment, dated 28th March, 1968, between the management and the Chartered Bank 
Organisation Employees Federation it was decided to create some posts of Special 
Assistants in the Chartered Bank and Kanpur got a quota of 3. The manage- 
ment appointed 3 Special Assistants including one Shri R, S. Srivastava, who 
was working on the Accounts table. Since the work on his table was found to 
be rather heavy. Shri Nigam was detailed to assist him. Both Shri R. S. Srivas- 
tava and Shri Nigam continued to perform the duties on the Accounts table 
among themselves and despite this the management did not pay Sp-cial Assist- 
ant Allowance to Shri Nigam though he did the same job wh ch Shri R. S. Srivas- 
tava was doing, as there was no dividing line between th? functions of both. It 
ivas also added that during the period Shri R. S. Srivastava was on leave for 
a week or so. Shri Nigam continued to hold the table independently, In a nut 
shell, their argument was that Shri Nigam was performing the same duties as 
were performed by Shri R. S. Srivastovn and since the management was paying 
Special Assistant Allowance to Shri R. S. Srivastava. Shri Nigam was also erit'tl- 
ed to the same. It was also contended that. Special Assistant Allowance was ’being 
paid bv the bank for doing jobs of routine nature. They cited 2 letters dated 
5th July, 1969 and 2:4th December. 1 96 '. received by them from D Tii Unit of 
their union. It was also added that Shri Nigam was a very senior employee and 
he in his own right, was enlitled to Special Assistant A^o-wance. The complaint 
said to have been filed by Shri Nigam on 18th April, 1968, with the management 

■claiming the allowance was also placed on record. 

10. The management’s case, on the other hand, was that 3 persons were ear- 
marked for Special Assistant Allowance and the same was approved by the union 
vile their letler. dat u I 26tb Max-, 1968 The workman was never asked to per- 
form the duties which are to be performed by Special Assistant. According to 
them the workman ws request- ! ti ':rit Shri R. S. Srivastava in routine cleri- 
cal duties. Tt wfl', of courw admit ‘»d v >v the management that no written order 
was issued by them in this regard. The management’s representative further 
stated that according to the settlement, dated 28th March, 1968, it was up to the 
management to allot or not to allot any or all the duties of Special Assistants- to 
•a Spec al Assistant and it was. therefore, immaterial whether the persons who 
were paid Special Ass'^-nt Al'o ’-mce wee o'* were not performing the duties 
listed for them in the Bi-mrtite Settlement. They also placed on record a copy 

■ pf the proforma of letter issued by Vh» man a cement to Special Assistants. The 
management representative cmchihed that Shri Nigam was asked to assist Shri 

1 Srivastava and he performed nrdy rov* 'ne clerical duties. The management’s 
case xvas that the Specal Assistant^ so designated bv the management, were occa- 
sionally perfo-mine duties wh : ch ore the duties listed for them in the Bi-partite 
'Settlement. The union disputed this matter and stated that this was only occa- 
sional. It vras also denied by the union that Shri Nigam was asked to perform 
only routine clerical duties. Tt was, however, added on their part that during 
the period Shri Nigam was asbyd to work with Shri Srivastava, the latter was not 
required to perform nrv duty which is legitimately the duty of a Special Assistant 

■ as per B-partite Settlement. 

11. I find that it is common ground that Shri Nigam assisted Shrl Srivastava 
in performing his duties on the Accounts table, a table which had a lot of clerical 
work — so much that when Shri Nigam was detailed to assist him w.e.f. 22nd Dect- 
ember 1988, there was nothing which attracted a special — assistant — allowance 
strictly in terms of Bi-partite Settlement. The union’s case, in brief, is that since 
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,Shri R, S, Srivastava was paid special allowance for doing the same work, Shri 
Nigam should also be paid- They have reinforced their argument by citing other 
tables and seats where special assistant allowance is being paid, though no duty, 
which can he said to be legitimately the duty oi a special assistant, is being per- 
formed by them. The management's case, on the other hand, is that the manage- 
ment has a right to allot or not to allot any work meriting special assistant 
allowance under the Bi-partite Settlement to Special Assistants and it is immaterial 
what duties are performed by a workman who has been designated by ihe 
management as Special Assistant and who is being paid the special allowance. 

12, The precise question for my arbitration is whether Shri Nigam is entitled 
to special assistant allowance of Rs. 75 per month, it is admitted by both the 
parties that by virtue of the settlement dated 28th March 1968 between the 
management and the Chartered Bank Organisation Employees Federation, the 
Kanpur Office could have a quota oi 3 special assistants only and they do have 
3 special assistants. The Union’s claim for such allowance in favour oi Shri Nigam 
amounts to raising this quota from 3 to 4, which obviously cannot be allowed be- 
cause the settlement has been entered into between the management and the 
Chartered Bank Organisation Employees Federation — a body which is not before 
me. I find that the management has conclusively proved that it is up to them 
whether to allot any duties of special assistants to a particular special assistant 
•or not and on this point there is no disagreement between the parties. As such, 
the payment of special assistant allowance to Shri Srivastava, who was being 
assisted by Shri Nigam and non-payment of the said allowance to Shri Nigam 
■does not cause any injustice. It simply means that a particular special allowance 
(privilege) which is being given by the management to Shri Srivastava has been 
denied to Shri Nigam — tnc privilege which had b^en graruea to Sim Srivastava 
by dint of the “guide lines for appointment of Special Assistants governed by 
Bi-partite Settlement.” These guide-lines included at least 35 years of age, com- 
pletion of 15 years of service, certain minimum educational qualifications, selec- 
tion made by a Selection Committee etc. etc. in other words, Shri Nigam is not 
entitled to any special allowance since he has not performed any duties which 
have been listed to be the duties ot Special Assistants as per Bi-partite Settle- 
ment, nor he is entitled to any such allowance on th e plea that Shri Srivastava has 
been allowed the allowance for doing similar job because Shri Srivastava has been 
allowed the allowance not for holding a particular table but because of his seniority 
etc. etc. At this stage, I would express my personal opinion about the system 
employed by the management in employing special assistants. If I have been able 
to understand the existing system adequately, the management has picked out the 
specified number of persons to be tho special assistants and they got this allowance 
whether or not they performed the duties of Special Assistants. If one special 
assistant performing a particular job is transferred to another table, he continues to 
draw the allowance though the workplan manning his previous table did not get it 
nor the workman whose table he mans after the said shifting- In short, special 
assistant allowance has been earmarked for persons and not for posts. This is 
definitely an anomalous position. It has, at the same time, to be admitted that this 
system of the management has the approval of the union and the appointment cf the 
existing 3 special assistants also bears their seal of approval vide the U.P. Bank 
Employees Union letter dated 26th May 1968. I would recommend to the manage- 
ment to discuss the matter with the workman's representatives again and place it 
on a sounder footing. 

In the circumstances. I hold that Shri Nigam is not entitled to any Special 
Assistant allowance w.e.f, 22nd December 1968 and accordingly there is no case 
lor changing his designation from Clerk to Special Assistant.

AWARD 

By Order No. 23/8/70/LRllI, dated February 26, 1970, the Government of India, 
Ministry of Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour, Em- 
ployment), referred the following industrial dispute between the employers in 
relation to the National and Grindlays Bank Limited and their workmen, to this 
Tribunal, for adjudication, namely: 

“Whether the demand of Shri Anant Bahadur Singh a workman! of the National 
and Grindlays Bank Limited, Calcutta for the Special Allowance ad- 
missible to Bill Collector is justified? II not, to what relief i s he entitl- 
ed and from when?’’ 

2. The workmen, represented by the General Secretary, National and Grindlays 
Bank Stuff Union, tiled a written statement. In the said written statement it was 
pleaded that Anant Bahadur Singh, the concerned workman, was employed ns a 
subordinate stall, in the Church Lane branch of the Bank, and was entrusted with 
the duties of a bill collector, with effect from the year 1945. It was further stated 
in the said written statement that the workman, Anant Bahadur Singh, was entrust- 
ed with the duty ol “presenting different kinds of bills and collecting payments there- 
of from the offices of the Accountant General of West Bengal and Pension pay 
Master”. It was also stated that Ins duties included collection of cash in respect 
of Postal Orders and Compulsory Deposit bills from different Post Offices. By 
reason of tht duties entrusted to him, It was claimed in the written statement, he 
was entitled to a special allowance of Rs. 13 per month, under the bipartite settle- 
ment of October 19, I960. The grievance made before this Tribunal was that the 
management designated Anant Bahadur Singh as Cash Peon, although his duties 
were those of a bill collector, and paid cash allowance of Rs. 7 only per month, to 
him. His legitimate allowance of Rs. 13 was not paid to him in spite of repeated 
representations. On the aforesaid ground, it was claimed that the workman be 
paid an allowance of Rs. 13 per month less the amount of Rs. 7 per month, already 
received by him as cash allowance with effect from July 1966. 

3. The management filed a written statement. In the said written statement It 
was denied that Anant Bahadur Singh was appointed as a bill collector or was 
entrusted by the management with the duties of a bill collector, during the relevant 
period. Paragraph 2 of the written statement by the management reads as follows: 

“2. x x x x x, the Opposite Party craves reference to the list 

of duties of a “Bill Collector” as laid down in Appendix ‘B’, Part II, 
item (vii) of the Settlement dated 19th October, 1966 between Certain 
Banking Companies and their workmen. The aforesaid list is as 
under: 

(i) Obtaining acceptance of bills of exchange, hundies etc., drawn on 
local parties or banks andj^r collecting payments thereof; 
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(ii) Collecting payments for cheques or postal orders etc., from banks or 

post office counters; 

(iii) Collecting cash not exceeding Rs. 600 against various instruments 

(if required). 

The Opposite Party states that the Bills work of the branch concerned was 
transferred to the Bank's Main Branch at 19, Netaji Subha s Road sometime in 
1959 and the question of performing any “Bill Collector’s duties" during the period 
concerned (i.e. from July, 1966) tor which the claim has been marie, does not 
arise. Without prejudice to the above, th e Opposite Party states that Sri Singh’s 
duties include, inter alia, collection of cheques in payment of salary anu pension 
bills, postal orders etc., from the office of the Accountant General of West Bengal, 
Pension Pay Master and Post offices and also cheques drawn on other banks out- 
side the area served by the Bank’s hand-delivery peons. As such, the duties per- 
formed by Shri Singh are different from those prescribed for Bill collectors in 
the Settlement dated 19th October, 1986.” 

In spite of all that was contained In paragraph 2 quoted above, it was pleaded 
in paragraph 3 that the duties of a bill collector were never performed by Anant 
Bahadur Singh and that the special allowance of Rs. 13/- was paid by the Bank 
only to those members of the Subordinate staff who performed the duties pres- 
cribed for bill collectors and not to others. It was lastly pleaded that the manage- 
ment re-allocated duties to Anant Bahadur Singh in order to bring them in con- 
formity with those of cash-curn-cycle peon, by a letter dated January 17, 1967, 

which the workman signed in token of his acceptance. 

4. The letter referred to above is Ex. 1 in this reference and reads: 

“In supersession of any existing orders, instructions, etc. you are required 
to perform the duties and exercise the authorities prescribed for 
cash and Cycle Peon in the Bi-partite Agreement with effect from 
16th January 1967 and as specified in the enclosed list over and 
above the routine duties and functions to be performed and discharg- 
ed by you. 

In terms of the Bipartite Settlement, a special allowance of Rs. 7 per 
month will be payable to you with effect from 16th January 1967 in lieu 
of your existing Special Allowance of Rs. 5 and Personal Pay Rs, 7-80. 
As the Special Allowance now payable is less than that formerly paid 
the dillerence will be commuted in terms of the Bipartite Settlement 
Para 5.17 " 

5. I have, at this stage, to refer to certain extracts from the Bi-partlte settle- 
ment between the Bank managements and their workmen, dated October 19, 
1906. The said agreement, as is well known, continued the earlier bank awards, 
including the Desai award, in so tar as not specially modified by the agreement. In 
paragraph 5.3 of the said settlement it was provided as follows: — 

"5 3, In supersession of paragraph 5.326 of the D?sal Award the Special 
Allowance payable to members of the subordinate staff, for duties/ 
responsibilities as listed in Part II of Appendix B hereto, shall he 
as follows: —

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The employer Bank admittedly belongs to “A" class of Banks. In Appendix B, 
referred to in the above extract, the duties allotted to cash peons are : 

“(iv) Cash Peons : 

Persons required — 

(ij to take money orders, to buy stamps etc. which involves carrying of 
cash not exceeding of Rs. 400/- and to carry Insured letters etc. to 
Post office; 

(ii) to stitch currency note bundles; 

(ill) to stitch and seal parcels or packets containing currency notes; 

(iv) to transit cash from the Bank to an office outside or vice-versa, if 
unaccompanied by a Watchman/ Armed Guard.” 


The duties allotted to bill collectors are: 

“(vii) Bill Collectors: 

This work Involves: 

(1) Obtaining acceptance of bills of exchange, handles, etc. drawn on 
local parties or banks and/or collecting payments thereof. 

(ii) collecting payments for cheques or Postal Orders etc. from bank s or 
Post Office counters. 

They may also be required to collect cash not exceeding Rs. 600/- at a time 
against various instruments." 

I need remind myself of two other provisions In the said agreement. It ia 
stated in paragraph 5.8: 

”5.8. A workman will be entitled to a special allowance if he is required 
to perform duty/dutie s and/or undertake the responsibilities listed 
against the category, irrespective of Ins designation/ nomenclature or 
any general authority vested in him.” 

It is also stated in paragraph 5.11: 

" 5 . 11 . Wherever a bank requires a workman to work in a post carrying a 
special allowance it will normally be done by an order In writing,” 

6. I have hereinbefore quoted paragraph 2 of the written statement filed by the 
employer Bank. That paragraph contains an admission which, on the face of It, 
goes a long way to help the workman. I may quote the admission over again, 
even at the cost of repetition: 

" the Opposite Party states that Sri Singh’s duties include, inter alia, 

collection of cheques in payment of salary and pension bills, postal 
orders etc., from the offices of the Accountant General of West Bengal, 
Pension Pay Master and Post Offices and also cheques drawn on other 
banks outside the area served by the Bank’s hand-delivery peons.” 


It appears from item (i) of bill collector’s duties (hereinbefore quoted), that 
the work involves collecting 'payments for cheques or postal orders, etc., from 
banks or post office counters’. The part of the written statement quoted above 
includes collection of postal orders from post-office and collection of cheques 
drawn on other parties outside the area served by bank’s hand-delivery peons. 
Mr. M. S. Bala, who represented the employer Bank, found himself in a somewhat 
tight corner when confronted with the statement but submitted that the passage 
quoted above contained a mistaken statement, which somehow inadvertently 
crept Into the written statement. He submitted further: 

(a) that paragraph 1 contained the categoric statement denying that the 

concerned workman had been appointed as a bill collector or entrusted 
by the management with the duties of the bill collector. 

(b) that in paragraph 2 it was stated that bill work of the branch concerned 

stood transferred to the Bank’s main branch at 19 Netaji Subha s Road 
from 1959 and the question of performing any bill collector’s duties 
during the period concerned (I.e. from July 1966), for which the claim 
was made, did not arise. 

(c) immediately after th e statement said to contain an admission, followed 

the following lines— “as such the duties performed by Sri Singh are 
different from those prescribed for bill collector In the statement dated 
19th October, 1966.” 
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On the above passages of the written statement, he submitted that all that 
preceded and followed the damaging statement were Inconsistent therewith. 

7. Now, an admission is binding on the party making the same but may also 
be shown to be wrong or mistaken. Mr, Bala is lhu a far correct that the admission 
In paragraph 2 does not fit In with all that preceded and followed the damaging 
statement. Therefore, there may be some substance in the submission of Mr. Bala 
that the Bank never Intended to admit the claim of the concerned workman, 
otherwise it would not have begun or ended its pleading in the manner done. 

8. A party, however, shall not be easily allowed to escape the consequences 
of an admission. Therefore, I have to go a little further Into the matter. The 
workman deposed in the instant reference. In course of his deposition he said: 

“My duties include collections against postal orders and National Savings 
certificates from post offices, collection of Pension bills from the office 
of the Accountant General. I also collect military pensions from 
Pension Pay Master. From the Accountant General’s office I use to 
collect upto Rs. 20/- in cash and above that amount In cheques. 1 
collect money from different post offices.” 

He was cross-examined by Mr. Bala. In course of cross-examination he 
admitted : 

“At the time when cash peon's duties were allotted to me I put my signature 
on a letter (Ex. 1). I get cycle allowance for travelling by cycle. 
There arc 4 or 5 other cash peons Then says six or seven cash peons. 
Apart from me Trilok Dharf Singh, cycle peon, gets cycle allowance. 
The duties of cash peon include purchase of postal stamp from post 
office and carriage of the same to the banks office; they are to bundle 
up Government currency notes into bundles to requisite numbers. 
These are the works which they are required to do. Cycle i s provided 
for doing work in post offices scattered about the city,” 

Questioned by the Tribunal he answered; 

“I understood the contents of Ex. 1 and then put my signature thereon. I 
then understood that I would be employed to do the duties of cash 
peon nnd Cycle peon under the bi-partite agreement with effect from 
January 10, 1967 and for such rlutle s would obtain Rs. 7/- as special 
allowance per month and a cycle allowance of Rs. 7.50 per month in 
lieu of my existing special allowance of Rs. 7/- and personal pay 
of Rs. 7 j30." 

What he stated In his examination In-chief might have brought him in the 
category of bill collector, at least duty of collecting payments against postal orders 
would have attracted the duties of a hill collector. He, however, did not stick to 
what is stated in his examination in-chief. In his cross-examination he stated 
that duties of a cash peon was allotted to him by letter Ex. 1. That letter is 
dated January 17, lflG'tf. The duty of a cash peon does not entitle him to a cash 
allowance of Rs. 13/- per month. 

9. A cash peon is entitled to an allowance of Rs. 7/- per month. Now. Para- 
graph 5.11 of the bi-partite agreement provides that whenever a workman is 
required to work in a post carrying special allowance, it will normally be done 
bv an order In writing. Ex. 1 is the order in writing in the Instant reference. 
That order calls upon the concerned workman to perform the duty of cash and 
cvcle peon. He accepted that duty, according to his evidence, with full knowledge 
of what wa? written in Ex. 1. It is now too late to say that he was working In 
a different capacity and was entitled to a different allowance. He cannot aspire 
to succeed on the lapses of the management in drafting the written statement. 

10. There is one other aspect of the matter which I nped notice. In rne of 
the paragraphs of the written statement, filed on behalf of the workman. It was 
alleged ■ 

"That the Head rashler of the said branch who allotted duties of bill 
collector to Sri Singh agreed to a formula for the settlement of the 
above disnute and wanted sometime to eef it aonroved from higher 
authorities before the Assistant Labour Commissioner. Central ’’ 

On this pleading. Mr. A. D, Singh, appearing for the workmen, contended that 
the Head cashier Anadi Nath Banerjee had agreed to grant bill collector’s allowance 
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to the concerned workman, provided he gave up the claim for the years 1966-07. 
To prove this assertion Anadi Nath Banerjee was cited as a witness on behalf 
of the workmen, He denied and disputed the allegation In the written statement. 
Thus, there is no proof of the allegation quoted above and 1 put no value to the 
same. In my opinion, the workman hay failed to prove his case. He can not 
aspire to succeed on an admission in the written statement of the management 
which in all possibility crept in by Inadvertence for the reasons stated hereinbefore. 

11. I, therefore, hold that the demand of Anant Bahadur Singh for special 
allowance admissible to bill collector is not justliled and he is not entitled to 
any relief. 

This is my award.

There are three items under reference as stated above. For the V.D.A. the 
parties have agreed that it shall be paid at the rate of Rs. 1.32 per day.
